BROISTEDT, Germany 'JR — 
Authorities abandoned hope to­ 
day for 39 miners trapped in a 
flooded iron mine since Thurs­ 
day night, but said four other 
men are expected to be saved. 
The 
announcement 
by 
the 
mine management came after 
11 relatives of the missing men, 
who had been keeping a steady 
vigil since the disaster, stormed 
the mine office demanding in­ 
formation. 
The women broke into w-ails 
of grief before -walking away 
— many supported by relatives. 
Rescue 
workers, 
many of 
whom had toiled through 
the 
night, continued their search de­ 
spite the announcement. 
The management declined to 
give any other details but it is 
believed the four are huddled in 
a chamber in the east section 
of the mine, with their escape 
blocked by water. 
Some of the 39 men are be­ 
lieved trapped in chambers of 
the mine’s water - sw’ept gal­ 
lery, as far as 300 feet below 
ground. 
Seventy - nine men escaped 
after the dam burst, which spill­ 
ed thousands of gallons of wa­ 
ter into the mine from an ore- 
washing reservoir and sealed it 
at both ends. Seven more men 
were hauled out tai a raft Fri­ 
day night after the water level 
dropped to open up one end of 
the arched gallery. 
The seven emerged 
soaked 
rn mud but uninjured 
T h e y 
were taken to a hospital. 
A search team penetrated one 
mile through the eastern section 
of the mine in a rubber boat, 
but radioed back that it found 
no sign of the missing men. 
At the pithead, group* of re­ 
latives and friends grimly wait­ 
ed ofor news. This northwest 
German village of 2.000 about 
12 miles from the city of Bruns­ 
wick. gets its livelihood from 
the mine and some machine 
plants. 
Huge dump trucks worked con­ 
tinuously to bring loads of earth 
to plug the gap in the dam.* Tile 
reservoir had been created by 
closing a 45-foot pit, formerly 
used in open - cast ore dredging. 
Mine employes said that at one 
time the open - cast cit and 
the underground gallery- were 
connected, but this link had been 
plugged up. 
A drilling machine cut a shalt 
toward the gallery to send down 
a “rescue bomb” — a metal 
tube about IO feet long — that 
could haul any miners to the 
surface. The operation was si­ 
milar to the procedure used in 
the rescue of two Americans.

I-all — A Good Time 
To %npl> Lime 
Fall is a good time to appl' 
limo, ann we have been having 
tome excellent weather tor get­ 
ting tins job done. Many field*; 
arc free of crops so that lime 
could bt applied now. and crops 
will be harvested from many 
otilers in the near future. Due 
to the dry weather experienced 
during recent weeks, the ground 
is in an ideal condition for get­ 
ting over fields with lime spread­ 
er trucks. By applying lime this 
fall, you will giye the lime more 
time to become available as com­ 
pared to waiting until 
n e x t 
■pring, and you will have this 
Job out of the way when the 
spring rush beings. 
Stoddard County is one of the 
heavy lime-using counties in the 
state as is indicated by the fact 
that it ranked sixth among the 
114 counties in lines use in 1959. 
In spite of this, our soils in 
tliis county need lots of lime. A 
county wide lime survey con­ 
ducted last year showed that 80 
to 85 percent of our soils need­ 
ed lime badly. We are very often 
asked questions by farmers as 
to why our soils needs lime so 
badly. Actually, there are at 
least three 
principal 
reasons. 
First, our soils in this area are 
basically acid by nature as is 
indicated by the fact that even 
newground soils that have just 
been cleared up and put into 
production 
need 
considerable 
lime in most oases. Secondly, 
the Increased use of aeid-farms 
of fertilizers is pretty rapidly 
increasing our need fur lime. 
Finally, the production of high­ 
er crop yields a*- a result of tin* 
increased use of fertilizers has 
increased the removal of lime 
from the soil. 
The use of lime is basic lo any 
aoil fertility program. Regard­ 
less of how much fertilizer ive 
apply, the extent to which we 
increase crop yields by the ap­ 
plication of that fertilizer will 
depend upon how well the soil 
is limed. Let’s take a brief look 
at some of the ways by which 
lime 
helps 
to 
increase 
crop 
yields. Lime supplies calcium 
ana magnesium to the soil, both 
of which are plant foods just as 
are nitrogen, phosphate, and pot­ 
ash. Lime increases the avail­ 
ability of phosfihate. When a 
soil becomes so acid, phosphate 
including that found naturally in 
the soil or that which you ap­ 
ply begins to be converted to a 
form that la not 
available to 
plants and this problem increas­ 
es as the soil acidity increases. 
When you apply the lime the 
soil needs, however, you correct 
this 
situation 
and 
make 
tile 
phosphate available again. Lime 
assists in tile release of nitro­ 
gen from organic mater and 
manure. Lime also assists in 
the production of nitrogen from 
the air by legune crops. Final­ 
ly, lime neutralises the acidity 
resulting from the use of acid 
forms of fertilizers. University 
of Missouri soils specialists say 
that it requires approximately 
five pounds of lim e to neutra­ 
lize the acidity resulting from 


the use of one pound of actual 
nitrogen. Obviously, if we ex­ 
pect to get maximum benefits 
from the fertilizers ive apply, it 
is necessary that ive salsify the 
soil’s need for lime. 
Of course, the basic reason 
for using lime is that it is a 
pay ing proposition. Experiment­ 
al work conducted at the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri involving the 
use of fertilizer both with and 
without Hie use of lime showed 
that corn yields were increased 
40 bushels j>er acre over a five 
year period where both fertiliz­ 
er and lime were applied com­ 
pared to the use of fertilizer 
wtoere no lime w as ap p I i e d . 
Wheat yields were increased 20 
bushels per acre oyer the five 
year period in the same man­ 
ner. 
We would 
like 
to 
suggest 
that farmers take advantage of 
the ooportunity to apply lime 
this fall Of course, a soil test 
is your best guide as to the kind 
and amount of lime to apply. If 
you do not have soil tests on all 
of your fields, now is a good 
time to take them.

FALL CARE FOK PLANTS 
Tile growing season will soon 
be over and it will be time to 
tuck the plants away for their 
winter rest. 
lf you have not already done 
so, cut the lops of IRIS 
off 
I four or five inches above the 
ground. 
Cut off tops of all PEREN­ 
NIALS when they have finished 
blooming and burn them. This 
will keefi them from hariioriijg 
insects over the winter. In this 
group are plume poppy, golden 
glow, and many other peren­ 
nials. 
Wait for a killing frost to cut 
the tops of DALLAS and CAN­ 
NAS. The morning following the 
first killing frost the tojis should 
be cut off of each plant to pre­ 
vent damage to the tubers and 
bulbs. Cut to within 6 inches of 
die bulbs. No hurry about dig- 
about digging the bulbs, just so 
they are dug before the ground 
freezes. Leave as 
much 
soil 
clinging to them 
as 
possible. 
This will keep them from drying 
out so rapidly. Store tubers and 
bulbs upside down in barrels, 
boxes, or baskets to prevent the 
•sap from running into them and 
rotting them. Store in a moder­ 
ately cool and moist, dark place 
for the winter. 
There 
are 
three 
things 
to 
guard against rn storing: exces­ 
sive temperatures, 
which 
will 
cause them to sprout; lack of 
humidity, which will dry them 
out; and lack of air. which caus­ 
es mildew . A 50 degree or lower 
temperature is ideal, but they 
will stand a higher temperature 
if other factors are favorable.

Dig 
the bulbs and let the dirt dry on 
them. Later the dirt should be 
I shaken off, but leave the huzks 
on. Then put in a paper bag and 
hang in a moderately cool place.

TIPS ON C LOTHING I ARF. 


When we window - shop, or 
rend with delight, advertising 
concerning the latest in fabrics 
and fashion, we are faced with 
myriads of “new” and “variety” 
items. Now is the time we make 
lots of our purchases. We need 
to consider these items: I. How 
will I care for this garmen? 2. 
Will it wash? 3. Will it be better 
drycleaned? 4. What special care 
must I give it? 5. In this era of 
wash and 
wear, 
why 
should 
some garments still 
be 
dry­ 
cleaned? 
Here are some of the answers: 
Many types of soil are not re­ 
moved from fabrics by water, 
oily and greasy soil more read­ 
ily than w-ater. 
Removal of spots and stains 
quires a knowledge of fabrics, 
dyes, finishes, in relation to tile 
spotting reagent used and tile 
methods and techniques requir­ 
ed to effect removal. 
Specialized 
finishing 
equip­ 
ment used by drycleaners is 
intricate garment details that 
cannot be pressed by a hand iron 
on the home ironing board. 
Some fabrics require the re­ 
placement of special finishes — 
this can be done more readily 
that are not adaptable to home 
application. 
Cleaning a garment in a dry­ 
cleaning slvent rather than wa­ 
ter has the advantage of mini­ 
mizing .shrinkage, preserving ta 
oring details, preserving many of 
I the colors and finishes applied 
i to modern - day fabrics. 
Hic satisfaction obtained from 
a wardrobe depends on the ef­ 
fort one is willing to make to 
put into practice these basic 
rules of dollies care: I. Always 
apply a deodorant according to 
Wi|>e off excess.

8. Keep the clothes closet neat 
and clean. Have woolen garmen 
treated with a moth - repellent 
finish by the cleaner, or use 
moth - repellent sprays and cry­

9. Rotate daily the garments 
worn.

Pollution of streams and 
underground water is a 
serious problem, 
menacing health, destroying 
wild 
life and spoiling outdoor fun. Many minds* are deal­ 
ing with it. and billions of dollars are being spent to 
correct it. 
As usual, it has been suggested that the Federal 
Government get into the act. and the House Water 
Pollution Subcommittee has been hearing testimony 
about the problem. Imagine the Federal chagrin when 
the evidence showed that one of the most serious spoil­ 
ers of our water supply is the Federal Government. 
Th* worst kill of fish recorded in the nation last 
year occurred inside the city of Washington itself, 
where 3 2 million alewives (a kind of herring) died as 
the result of waste that found its way into the Ana- 
costia River from a highway project.’ 
But the Federal offenses span the nation. The Army 
dumps 248,000 gallons of untreated waster into the 
Hudson daily. The major polluter of Cape May, N. J., 
harbor turns out to be the Coast Guard station. The 
Navy set-up at Lakehurst, N. J., dumps its domestic 
waste into the Toms River, and five miles below it 
enters a recreational lake. 
Bigger figures are available At Charleston, S. C., 
Navy installations and a hospital, dump 2 4 million 
gallons of industrial waste and raw sewage into the 
Cooper River, and 5.8 million gallons of sewage a da^T 
flow from Army installations into the waters of 
Hawaii. 
These are examples, of which there are many. In all, 
the Federal Government is said to account for three 
percent of all pollution of American waters — a high 
figure when you consider that most Federal facilities 
are served by community sewage systems like all the 
other buildings in town. 
Water pollution can be controlled The interstate 
compact ror this purpose on the Ohio River has in­ 
duced industries and governments to spend a billion 
dollars for control facilities with beneficial results. 
Other areas have similar programs, and all should 
have. 
The Government pleads that budgetary considera­ 
tions are the reason for its offenses. The Federal role 
as a major polluter brings into question the value of 
its proffered “leadership” in dealing with this prob­ 
lem. And if it hasn’t enough money to curb its own 
waste why ask it for funds to curb the waste of 
others?
